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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  of  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1962.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  under  review 
the  Ministry  of  Health  asked  that  a register  should  be  maintained  in 
respect  of  children  “ AT  RISK  ” and  that  the  register  should  begin 
with  individual  children  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  in  life.  The 
problem  is  not  new  in  relation  to  this  type  of  handicapped  child  but 
each  Health  Visitor  is  now  responsible,  in  close  consultation  with 
the  Medical  Officer  for  the  compilation  of  each  clinic  register  in  her 
own  district.  A child  suffering  from  prolonged  disability  is  the  par- 
ticular concern  of  many  interested  people  and  co-ordination  of  team 
work  with  the  help  of  the  paediatrician,  the  family  doctor,  the  statu- 
tory services  and  voluntary  endeavour  form  the  basis  for  the  approach 
to  the  problem.  As  the  child’s  life  story  unfolds,  the  place  of  edu- 
cation, perhaps  special  education  or  training  will  require  planned 
consideration.  The  clinic  register  will  need  to  be  kept  under  constant 
review,  the  Medical  Officer  making  a decision  if  the  child’s  name 
needs  to  be  retained  or  removed.  There  is  now  a deep  interest  in  the 
incidence  of  congenital  abnormalities  and  a scheme  has  been  devised 
in  order  that  central  recording  can  be  undertaken.  Experience  over 
the  years  to  come  will  be  required  to  assess  the  value  of  this  type  of 
work  and  a useful  beginning  has  been  made. 

The  development  of  Local  Authority  Health  and  Welfare  services 
received  detailed  attention  during  the  year.  The  scheme  is  of  course 
flexible  and  of  necessity  to  be  kept  under  constant  review.  In  January, 
1962,  a Hospital  Plan  for  England  and  Wales  was  published  and  it 
followed  on  therefore  that  Local  Health  Authorities  would  submit 
individual  schemes  so  that  a national  picture  of  requirements  would 
emerge.  The  keynote  is  “ PREVENTION  ” and  “ COMMUNITY 
CARE  ”,  fostering  the  sick  at  home,  helping  the  aged  and  disabled, 
further  developments  of  domiciliary  treatment,  which  should  help  to 
reduce  the  heavy  demand  on  hospital  care.  An  increase  of  supporting 
services  is  envisaged  in  order  that  domiciliary  care  when  indicated  can 
be  implemented  smoothly  and  effectively  for  the  full  benefit  of  the 
patient.  In  other  words  an  extension  of  existing  schemes.  Flexibility 
is  essential,  difficulties  will  be  encountered  particularly  with  the  pro- 
posed increase  in  the  numbers  of  professional  trained  workers.  Matters 
in  respect  of  the  initial  period  of  five  years  are  more  specific  than  the 
proposals  in  the  second  period  of  five  years. 
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We  are  fortunate  at  the  present  time  in  having  a full  complement 
of  domiciliary  midwives  and  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  on  the 
home  nursing  side  further  appointments  will  need  to  be  made.  A 
guide  would  be  one  home  nurse  to  cater  for  the  needs  of  5,000  mem- 
bers of  the  population.  There  are  many  calls  on  the  services  of  health 
visitors  and  it  is  a matter  for  regret  that  candidates  could  not  be  found 
during  the  year  to  undergo  training  under  the  County  Council's 
scheme,  and  future  anxieties  are  very  real  as  plans  are  being  made  to 
contain  future  developments  in  the  general  field  of  public  health. 

The  policy  of  the  County  Council  in  providing  bungalows  for  the 
district  nurse /midwives  has  been  most  rewarding  and  I am  sure  we 
shall  need  to  extend  this  practice  to  other  types  of  trained  staff  if  we 
are  to  maintain  the  level  of  the  services  which  the  welfare  state  de- 
mands. An  ad  hoc  arrangement  does  exist  which  has  been  particu- 
larly useful  in  respect  of  the  recent  appointment  of  a health  visitor. 

I am  indebted  to  the  County  Welfare  Officer  for  information  in 
respect  of  the  work  of  the  Holland  Society  for  the  Disabled,  which 
through  local  Voluntary  Committees  has  continued  to  develop  many 
social  services  including  club  activities,  social  outings  and  holidays. 

The  welfare  of  the  elderly  has  continued  to  receive  detailed  atten- 
tion and  the  Welfare  Committee  has  281  beds  available.  This  accom- 
modation will  be  increased.  Over  100  bungalows  have  been  made 
available  for  old  people,  either  with  comprehensive  schemes  or  modi- 
fied schemes,  in  co-operation  with  housing  authorities.  I am  sure  that 
all  interested  parties  will  develop  these  ideas  in  a stimulating  and 
sympathetic  fashion. 

I take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  you  Mr.  Chairman  and  mem- 
bers of  the  Health  Committee  for  much  patience  and  kind  help.  Many 
of  us  at  the  present  time  have  unfortunately  other  future  anxieties  in 
mind,  but  whatever  the  future  has  in  store  members  of  the  Health 
Department  will  try  to  see  that  the  interests  of  all  the  patients,  no 
matter  what  age  group  they  belong,  will  be  constantly  in  our  minds.

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BIRTH  RATE. — The  birth  rate  of  15.5  for  1962  has  risen  from 
14.9  in  1961.  The  highest  rate  within  the  County  was  again  Boston

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  table  on  the  following  page  shows  the  incidence  of  notifiable 
infectious  diseases  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1962. 

Whooping  Cough. — Only  11  cases  notified  against  146  for  the 
previous  year. 

Diphtheria. — For  the  fourteenth  successive  year,  not  a single 
case  of  diphtheria  has  been  reported. 

Erysipelas. — 8 cases  were  notified  compared  with  11  for  the  pre- 
vious year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Numbers  notified  have  continued  to  show  a 
marked  decrease,  64  cases  compared  with  99  notified  in  1961. 

Dysentery.— Although  only  11  sporadic  cases  were  notified  in 
1961,  early  October  1962  saw  the  start  of  an  outbreak  of  dysentery 
amongst  schoolchildren  in  the  Spalding  area.  By  the  end  of  the  year 
743  positive  cases  had  been  notified,  547  of  which  were  attributed  to 
the  Spalding  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  with  approximately  400 
schoolchildren  excluded  at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  outbreak  spread 
to  the  Boston  area  in  late  November  and  although  174  cases  were 
attributed  to  Boston  Borough  by  31st  December,  the  peak  had  not 
been  reached.  The  outbreak  in  Spalding  was  declining  at  the  end  of 
the  year  and  was  eventually  cleared  up  at  the  end  of  March  1963 — 
a total  of  576  cases  having  been  confirmed  since  the  outbreak  started. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. — It  is  gratifying  to  report  no  confirmed 

cases  reported. 

Pneumonia.— The  figure  of  43  for  1962  is  a considerable  reduc- 
tion on  the  figure  of  70'  for  1961.  29  of  the  43  cases  notified  occurred 
in  the  Borough  of  Boston.

SECTION  22— CARE  OF  MOTHERS  AND  YOUNG 

CHILDREN 

Home  Visiting. — Horqe  visiting  of  children  under  school  age  is  an 
important  part  of  the  health  visitor’s  duties.  More  detailed  informa- 
tion is  given  in  the  health  visiting  section. 

Child  Welfare  Centres. — There  are  now  19  centres  in  the  County 
at  which  72  sessions  are  held  per  month. 

A Medical  Officer  normally  attends  at  the  more  important  centres 
but,  when  this  is  not  considered  necessary,  a doctor  only  attends  fort- 
nightly or  monthly. 

A statistical  table  is  given  on  page  21,  from  which  it  will  be  seen 
that  3,681  children  (of  whom  1,000  were  under  one  year  of  age) 
attended  during  the  year  and  made  a total  of  28,454  attendances. 
The  percentage  of  new  babies  attending  the  centres,  related  to  the  total 
live  births  for  1962  was  62%. 

The  family  doctor  is  notified  when  it  is  considered  that  any  child 
should  be  referred  to  a hospital  clinic  for  consultant  opinion. 

At  most  of  the  centres  there  are  voluntary  workers  who  render 
valuable  service.

Supplies  of  Welfare  Foods,  dried  milk,  and  other  proprietary 
foods  are  available  at  all  the  child  welfare  centres.  In  addition  the 
Council  also  deals  with  an  extensive  distribution  of  national  dried  milk 
and  other  welfare  foods.  The  arrangements  continued  to  work 
smoothly  and  a few  alterations  were  made  during  the  year  to  suit  the 
convenience  of  the  public. 

Stores. — The  central  bulk  stores  are  kept  at  St.  John's  House, 
Skirbeck  Road,  Boston. 

Transport. — The  transport  of  stocks  to  Clinics  and  Parochial 
selling  points  is  undertaken  by  County  vehicles  by  arrangements  with 
the  County  Transport  Officer.

Ante-Natal  Clinics. — There  is  no  change  to  report. 


When  their  duties  permit,  the  Council's  health  visitors  attend 
ante-natal  sessions  to  maintain  contact  with  this  work. 

Apart  from  the  facilities  provided  by  the  County  Council,  the 
Hospital  Management  Committee  has  arranged  weekly  sessions  at 
Boston  General  Hospital,  Spalding  Johnson  Hospital  and  Holbeach 
Clinic. 
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The  number  of  women  who  attended  the  Local  Health  Authority’s 
clinics  and  shared  clinics  during  the  year  was  729  and  the  total  num- 
ber of  attendances  was  2,403. 

Post-Natal  Clinics. — No  special  clinics  are  held.  As  a rule  the 
post-natal  examination  is  done  by  the  general  practitioner  as  provided 
in  the  domicilary  maternity  scheme. 

Dental  Treatment. — Dental  Treatment  for  mothers  and  children 
under  five  was  continued  during  the  year.  Patients  are  referred  from 
the  ante-natal  and  child  welfare  clinics  and  in  the  case  of  children  a 
reminder  is  sent  on  the  third  birthday  in  the  form  of  a birthday  card. 

During  1962,  7 mothers  and  23  children  attended  for  inspection 
and  in  16  cases  some  treatment  was  found  necessary.

Maternity  Beds. — The  health  visitors  continued  to  investigate, 
at  the  request  of  the  hospital  authorities,  cases  recommended  for 
admission  on  sociological  grounds. 

65  applications  were  received  and  34  patients  were  recommended 
for  admission. 

Of  the  total  births,  as  adjusted  by  inward  and  outward  transfers, 
65%  were  institutional. 

Ophthalmic  Treatment. — Children  of  pre-school  age  requiring 
treatment  are  normally  referred  to  the  out-patient  departments  of 
hospitals  but,  for  the  sake  of  convenience,  some  children  are  seen 
at  the  school  clinics  by  the  Consultant.  The  number  of  attendances 
made  in  this  field  during  the  year  was  219. 

Blood  Testing. — Arrangements  are  in  force  whereby  Medical 
Officers  at  ante-natal  clinics  collect  and  send  blood  specimens  for 
examination. 
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Care  of  Premature  Infants. — Special  cots  and  equipment  are 
available,  if  required,  for  children  nursed  at  home  but,  when  special 
medical  and  nursing  care  are  indicated,  cases  are  transferred  to 
hospitals.  A premature  baby  incubator  is  maintained  at  Boston 
General  Hospital  and  is  immediately  available  for  an  emergency 
admission.  A member  of  the  hospital  paediatric  staff  would  normally 
travel  in  the  ambulance.  The  number  of  premature  live  births  was 
86  which  is  5.3%  of  the  total  live  births  notified  ; of  the  total  number 
(43)  of  stilbirths  notified,  25  (or  58%)  were  premature.

There  were  23  premature  stillbirths  in  hospital,  and  2 domiciliary. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children. — The  County 
Health  Department  works  in  close  association  with  the  Children's 
Department  and  the  Lincoln  Diocesan  Board  for  Social  Work.  The 
latter  is  a registered  association  for  dealing  with  adoption.  The 
County  Council  makes  an  annual  grant  to  the  Diocesan  Board,  the 
grant  for  1963/64  is  £712.  This  sum  will  vary  year  by  year  depending 
upon  the  proportion  of  cases  dealt  with  by  the  board  relating  to 
Holland. 

During  the  year  16  patients  were  sent  to  the  Quarry  Home, 
Lincoln,  or  to  similar  establishments.  The  cost  in  each  case  being 
borne  by  the  County  Council  less  contributions  obtained  from  un- 
married mother,  putative  father  or  other  sources. 

Nurseries  and  Child  Minders  Regulation  Act,  1948. — There  were 
no  new  applications  received  during  the  year,  and  2 registrations 
were  cancelled.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  5 child  minders  on 
the  register  with  21  approved  places,. 

Women’s  Advisory  Clinic. — The  County  Council  allow  the  use 
of  the  Ferry  House  Clinic  on  one  evening  each  week  to  a branch  of 
the  Family  Planning  Association  at  a nominal  rent. 

At  Risk  Register. 

From  1st  January,  1963,  each  Health  Visitor  is  keeping  an  “ at 
risk  ” register  showing  the  history  and  development  of  children  on 
her  district  requiring  special  supervision  by  reason  of  any  develop- 
mental abnormality.  Those  registered  include  such  groups  as  prema- 
ture infants,  haemolytic  disease  of  the  newborn,  congenital  abnorm- 
alities, difficult  births,  virus  infection  in  the  mother,  and  children  with 
impaired  hearing,  etc. 

In  association  with  the  health  visitors'  “ at  risk  " registers,  a 
central  register  is  being  compiled  of  infants  suffering  frorq.  severe 
congenital  abnormilities — to  include  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths.

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MIDWIVES  ACTS 

LOCAL  SUPERVISING  AUTHORITY.— The  County  Council 
is  the  supervising  authority  for  the  purposes  of  the  Midwives  Acts. 
The  non-medical  supervision  is  done  by  the  County  Chief  Nursing 
Officer. 

INSPECTIONS. — Domiciliary  midwives  are  inspected  at  least 
quarterly  and  additional  visits  are  paid  when  necessary.  Visits  are 
also  paid  to  hospital  midwives  and  private  maternity  nurses  in  the 
County  area. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INTENTION  TO  PRACTISE.— The 
number  of  midwives  who  gave  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise 
during  the  period  of  1st  February,  1962  to  31st  January,  1963  was  56. 

The  number  of  practising  midwives  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
23  (domiciliary)  and  24  institutional.  In  addition  there  were  4 mid- 
wives  acting  as  maternity  nurses  who  took  occasional  cases  but  resided 
elsewhere.

GENERAL  ARRANGEMENTS. — The  County  Council  provide 
a domiciliary  midwifery  service  by  employing  whole-time  district 
mid-wives  and  district  nurse-midwives.  The  day  to  day  management 
of  the  service  devolves  upon  the  Chief  Nursing  Officer  and  two 
Assistants.  On  the  31st  December,  1962,  5 district  midwives  and 
16  district  nurse-midwives  were  employed,  this  being  the  full  estab- 
lishment. In  addition,  the  two  Assistant  Nursing  Superintendents 
undertake  relief  midwifery. 

ANALGESIA. — At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  domiciliary 
midwives  were  qualified  to  administer  inhalational  analgesia. 

Employed  by  the  Local  Health  Authortiy 23 

In  private  practice  2 

Twenty  sets  of  apparatus  for  the  administration  of  gas  and  air 
and  nine  sets  for  the  administration  of  trilene  were  provided  by  the 
County  Council. 

Analgesia  was  administered  in  476  cases  (gas  and  air  171,  trilene 
305).  The  percentage  of  domiciliary  confinements  receiving  inhala- 
tional analgesia  was  86.5%. 

Pethilorfan  was  also  much  used  either  alone  or  in  conjunction 
with  inhalational  analgesia.  It  was  administered  in  322  cases.  There 
is  strict  control  of  the  use  of  dangerous  drugs  by  midwives. 

STERILISED  MATERNITY  OUTFITS.— Maternity  outfits  are 
available  free  of  charge  for  all  women  confined  at  home.  516  outfits 
were  issued  during  the  year.

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SECTION  24— HEALTH  VISITING 

STAFF. — As  previously  stated,  it  is  the  policy  of  the  County 
Council  to  employ  health  visitors  on  combined  duties.  Qualified 
health  visitors  are  stationed  in  convenient  centres  throughout  the 
County  and  on  the  31st  December,  1962,  the  staff  was  as  follows  : —

There  was  no  change  in  these 
arrangements  during  the  year. 

STAFF. — Seven  whole-time  nurses  were  employed  and  sixteen 
nurses  devoted  part  of  their  time  to  the  service.  The  equivalent  in 
terms  of  whole-time  staff  is  fifteen.

MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING  SERVICES

The  Chief  Nursing  Officer  submits  the  following  report  : — 

STAFF.— At  the  end  of  1962  the  authority  was  in  the  fortunate 
position  of  having  no  vacancies  on  the  midwifery  or  home  nursing- 
staff.  There  were  two  vacancies  on  the  health  visiting  staff.  Miss 
P.  R.  Johnson,  District  Teaching  Midwife  in  Boston  for  many  years 
retired  and  Miss  N.  Leggott  was  appointed  to  the  post.  Mrs,  E. 
Guerra,  Health  Visitor  for  the  Donington  and  Swineshead  District 
for  many  years  retired  on  December  31st,  1962. 

SENIOR  HEALTH  VISITOR  FOR  HEALTH  EDUCA- 
TION.— Miss  L,  M.  Farr  was  appointed  to  this  newly  created  post  in 
October,  1962.  Her  duties  will  include  the  organisation  of  group 
teaching  by  means  of  talks,  films  and  film  strips  and  the  development 
of  health  teaching  in  schools.  She  will  also  be  responsible  for  the 
preparation  and  supply  of  visual  aids  for  health  teaching  and  for 
small  displays  for  use  at  clinics  and  at  other  exhibitions  and  shows. 

TRAINING  FOR  THE  CERTIFICATE  IN  DISTRICT 
NURSING. — The  first  course  of  training  organised  in  co-operation 
with  Lindsey  and  Kesteven  County  Councils  was  held  at  Fydell 
House,  Boston,  commencing  in  January.  Thirteen  candidates 
attended  the  courses  and  all  were  successful  in  passing  the  examina- 
tion and  obtaining  the  National  Certificate  and  the  Certificate  of  the 
Queen’s  Institute  of  District  Nursing.  In  June  a small  function  was 
organised  at  the  Guildhall  and  Fydell  House,  Boston,  at  which  the 
certificates  and  badges  were  presented  to  the  successful  candidates 
by  Miss  Heaney,  Public  Health  Nursing  Officer,  Ministry  of  Health 
and  Mrs.  Adlington,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Queen  s Institute  of 
District  Nursing  Education  Committee. 

POST  GRADUATE  COURSES.— Two  Health  Visitors,  four 
Midwives  and  one  Home  Nurse  attended  refresher  courses  during 
the  year. 
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LIAISON  WITH  HOSPITALS. — Arrangements  for  liaison  with 
the  hospitals  continued  on  a satisfactory  basis  by  personal  contact. 
Requests  for  home  conditions  and  facilities  prior  to  discharge  of 
patients  from  hospitals  are  received  through  the  hospital  almoners 
and  also  requests  for  the  services  of  a Home  Nurse  or  the  follow  up 
by  a Health  Visitor. 

GENERAL  PRACTITIONER/ HEALTH  VISITOR  CO- 
OPERATION.— Arrangements  have  been  made  in  one  urban  area 
for  two  health  visitors  to  have  regular  meetings  at  the  doctors’ 
surgeries  for  consultation  about  patients. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE. — This  service  has  continued  to 
work  effectively.  There  is  good  liaison  with  the  County  Welfare 
Department  in  the  care  of  the  physically  handicapped  and  the  pro- 
vision of  occupational  therapy  and  in  the  provision  of  medical  aids 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  assist  in  rehabilitation.

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SECTION  26— VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


The  Council's  scheme  provides  for  vaccination  against  smallpox, 
poliomyelitis,  whooping  cough  and  tuberculosis  ; immunisation 
against  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  SMALLPOX.— Constant  effort  is 
maintained  to  encourage  parents  to  have  their  children  vaccinated  and 
the  steady  improvement  in  the  vaccinal  state  received  a considerable 
boost  in  1962 — the  result  of  a heavy  demand  directly  due  to  the 
smallpox  outbreaks  in  Yorkshire  and  South  Wales.  The  following

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DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.— The  arrangements  are 
unchanged.  There  has  not  been  a notified  case  of  diphtheria  in  the 
County  since  1948  and  this  fact  makes  it  difficult  to  persuade  some 
parents  to  accept  immunisation. 

At  the  commencement  of  school  life  primary  or  reinforcing 
injections  are  given  by  the  school  medical  staff,  and  special  sessions 
are  arranged  if  necessary.  The  table  on  the  preceding  page  shows  the 
overall  immunisation  picture  since  1949. 


With  few  exceptions,  immunisations  against  diphtheria  are  now 
carried  out  with  combined  prophylactics.

When  considering  the  figure  33.8%  for  children  born  in  1962 
who  have  been  immunised  by  the  end  of  the  year,  it  must  be  noted 
that  only  about  one  third  of  the  children  born  in  1962  could  complete 
the  protective  treatment  by  December  31st. 
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The  percentage  of  children  immunised  under  one  year  (1,158) 
of  total  live  births  (1,618)  for  1962  was  72.3%. 

The  percentage  of  children  under  five  years  of  age  who  have 
been  immunised  was  61.1%  and  in  the  five  to  fourteen  age  group 
94.8%. 

WHOOPING  COUGH  VACCINATION.— Vaccination  against 
whooping  cough  has  been  in  operation  since  1952  and  the  number 
of  children  immunised  during  the  year  is  1,293 — all  with  combined 
prophylactics.

B.C.G.  VACCINATION  (Section  28  National  Health  Service 
Act) . — The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  was  continued 
during  the  year  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  policy. 

1,481  children  received  the  initial  skin  test,  of  whom  1,187  had 
a negative  reaction  and  1,171  were  vaccinated.  269  children  showed 
a positive  reaction  to  the  test. 

Immunisation  against  Tetanus. 

A steadily  increasing  demand  is  being  made  for  single  prophy- 
lactic, whilst  with  the  advent  of  the  triple  vaccine,  immunisation 
against  tetanus  in  the  under  hves  is  producing  a satisfactory  level 
of  immunity,  at  an  earlier  age.  The  following  table  gives  the  statistical

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POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 


The  use  of  oral  vaccine  was  authorised  in  the  Spring  of  1962 
and  brought  storage  and  distribution  problems.  The  vaccine  was 
supplied  in  bulk  in  pliable  dropper  bottles,  or  glass  vials.  On  receipt 
the  containers  were  placed  in  deep  freeze  to  maintain  the  vaccine  in 
the  frozen  state  until  issued  to  clinics  and  G.P’s.  In  these  conditions 
the  “ life  ” of  the  vaccine  was  at  least  one  year.  If  issued  from 
the  deep  freeze  the  vaccine  had  to  be  placed  in  a refrigerator  at  a 
temperature  of  0°  to  4 c C.  At  this  temperature  the  thawed  vaccine 
had  a “ life  of  one  month.  When  removed  from  the  refrigerator 
and  kept  in  a cool  place  the  vaccine  had  to  be  used  within  24  hours. 

The  vaccine  was  administered  on  lump  sugar  or  in  syrup. 
Three  doses  each  of  three  drops  were  given  at  intervals  of  4 to  8 
weeks.  On  the  31st  March  restrictions  on  the  reinforcing  4th  in- 
jections or  doses  were  lifted.  Later  in  the  year  with  the  issue  of 
stabilised  oral  vaccine  which  could  be  stored  in  a refrigerator,  dis- 
tribution and  storage  problems  were  eased. 

In  this  area  over  42,000'  people  under  40  years  of  age  have  now 
been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis.

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During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  service  has  continued  to 
increase,  but  has  been  satisfactorily  completed.  However,  the  mileage 
completed  and  patients  carried  during  the  year  ended  31st  March, 
1963,  show  an  increase  of  181,454  and  27,775  respectively,  over  those 
for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1956,  and  provision  has  been  made 
in  this  year’s  estimates  for  an  additional  large  sitting  case  vehicle 
and  driver.  In  the  Ten  Year  Plan  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  it  was  estimated  that  an  increase  of  two  vehicles  and  four 
staff  would  cover  the  needs  of  the  service  up  to  1967,  but  the  rapid 
increase  of  the  work  of  the  service  may  prove  these  to  be  inadequate. 

During  the  financial  year  1962/63  a 1948  Austin  .16  h.p.  saloon 
was  replaced  by  a Morris  Oxford  Traveller  adapted  to  carry  a 
stretcher.  This  vehicle  is  normally  used  as  a comfortable  five-seater 
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car,  but  can  quickly  be  converted  to  a “ Transit  ” ambulance  for  the 
conveyance  of  seriously  ill  patients  to  hospitals  outside  the  County 
with  greater  speed,  comfort  and  economy  than  the  standard  type  of 
ambulance.  A 1948  Welfarer  ambulance  has  been  replaced  by  a 
vehicle  fitted  with  a complete  fibre  glass  body  and  pneuride  pneumatic 
suspension. 

During  the  year  the  staff  were  trained  in  mouth  to  mouth  resus- 
citation, and  apparatus  to  cariy  out  this  work,  and  paper  towel 
dispensers  have  been  provided  in  all  ambulances. 

The  number  of  volunteers  who  have  assisted  the  service  during 
the  year  have  remained  at  twenty-eight  including  those  operating 
the  voluntarily  manned  ambulance  at  Crowland. 

A 1957  ambulance  has  replaced  the  1948  vehicle  at  this  station, 
which  has  continued  to  give  valuable  service  to  the  residents  of  that 
area,  and  has  relieved  the  pressure  on  the  Spalding  Station.  My 
thanks  and  those  of  the  County  Council  are  due  to  all  these  public 
spirited  people  for  their  good  work. 

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS,  CARE  AND  AFTER-CARE 

(SECTION  28). 

The  Holland  Care  Committee  has  now  been  established  twenty- 
nine  years. 

The  national  position  in  respect  of  patients  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  improves  each  year,  but  members  of  the  Holland  Care 
Executive  Committee  agree  that  there  are  no  grounds  for  complacency 
and  the  maximum  help  is  still  the  policy  in  respect  of  tuberculous 
patients  and  their  families.  Contact  tracing,  early  diagnosis,  the 
pushing  ahead  of  the  B.C.G.  vaccination  scheme  for  senior  school 
children,  are  all  most  essential  matters,  together  with  the  early  offer 
of  treatment  once  the  diagnosis  is  established. 

Parental  acceptance  for  B.C.G.  vaccination  varies  from  area  to 
area  in  the  County  and  from  year  to  year.  In  1962,  the  average 
acceptance  rate  for  the  whole  County  was  68.8%.  This  type  of 
vaccination  is  most  worth  while,  to  protect  a child  in  the  immediate 
years  after  leaving  school,  and  particularly  where  a child  leaves  home 
to  make  a living  in  industry  in  a heavily  populated  town.  The 
facilities  offered  by  the  County  Council  are  very  good.  There  are 
two  B.C.G.  vaccination  teams,  the  one  sponsored  by  the  Chest 
Physician  and  the  other  by  a Medical  Officer.  The  preliminary 
skin  test  is  a useful  guide  in  certain  circumstances,  picking  up  certain 
children — it  may  only  be  a handful  each  year,  who  are  referred  to 
the  Chest  Physician  for  serial  X-Rays.  These  are  the  children  who 
receive  care  and  guidance  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  instead  of 
as  frequently  happened  years  earlier,  when  the  diagnosis  of  frank 
disease  was  made  at  the  outset. 
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Domiciliary  visits  are  paid  by  members  of  the  Care  Committee 
to  a wide  range  of  patients.  There  is  an  increasing  partnership  with 
the  work  of  the  District  Nurses  and  the  Care  Committee  in  respect 
of  the  Marie-Curie  Memorial  Foundation  which  is  administered  on 
behalf  of  patients  suffering  from,  malignant  disease,  a matter  of  much 
comfort  to  relatives  with  domiciliary  care  of  the  sick  and  also  helping 
the  Consultant  and  Almoner  at  the  time  of  discharge  from  hospital. 

There  is  close  integration  of  effort  of  work  with  the  Children's 
Department  and  Health  Visitors  in  respect  of  problem  families  and 
many  other  types  of  better  families  who  may  have  temporary  or 
permanent  problems  in  relation  to  matters  of  ill-health.  Many  of 
the  medico-social  problems  which  need  to  be  tackled  are  difficult  and 
complex  and  material  aid  is  given  from  time  to  time  to  foster  rehabil- 
itation and  is  to  be  seen  within  the  context  of  guidance  and  consult- 
ation. 

The  Executive  Committee  was  consulted  by  the  County  Council 
in  respect  of  the  Ten  Year  Plan  and  it  is  the  intention  and  hope  of 
the  Executive  Committee  to  do  their  utmost  to  match  the  increase 
of  work  which  will  follow  as  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services 
develop. 

In  March,  1963,  the  Care  Committee  became  registered  under  the 
Charities  Act,  1960. 

Assistance  has  been  given  as  follows  : — 

TUBERCULOSIS  SCHEME. 

Milk. — Grants  of  1 to  2 pints  of  milk  daily  have  been  given  in 
54  cases.  Milk  so  supplied  has  averaged  200  gallons  monthly.

MEDICAL  LOAN  DEPOTS. — During  the  year,  the  County 
Council  continued  the  arrangements  for  the  loan  of  nursing  equip- 
ment and  appliances  on  the  recommendation  of  the  family  doctor  or 
the  district  nurse. 


The  following  depots  function  : — 

BOSTON. — County  Hall.  This  is  intended  to  operate  when  de- 
mands cannot  be  met  by  the  voluntary  associations.  Applications  are 
dealt  with  during  office  hours. 

BOSTON. — Red  Cross  Depot,  Rosegarth  Street,  Boston.  This 
depot,  which  is  administered  by  the  local  branch  of  the  British  Red 
Cross  Society,  is  open  each  evening  from  6.30  p.m.  to  8 p.m. 

HOLBEACH. — Depot  at  17  Fleet  Street.  Administered  by 
Holbeach  Division  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

SPALDING. — Depot  maintained  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance 
Brigade.  The  area  covered  includes  the  Spalding  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts. 


SUTTON  BRIDGE. — 80  Bridge  Road.  The  depot  is  managed 
by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

CROWLAND. — British  Legion  Depot.  This  depot  is  adminis- 
tered by  the  members  of  the  local  branch.  No  charge  is  made  for  any 
article  loaned. 


The  articles  in  most  demand  are  bed-pans,  air-rings,  mackintosh 
sheets,  back  rests,  urinals,  bed  tables,  crutches,  hot-water  bottles, 
bed  cradles  and  invalid  chairs. 

The  depots  managed  by  the  St.  John  Ambulance  and  Red  Cross 
Associations  may  send  in  requisitions  as  and  when  necessary  to  the 
County  Council  for  additional  stock  or  renewals,  except  in  the  case 
of  the  Boston  Red  Cross,  where  the  rent  of  the  premises  is  paid 
by  the  County  Council.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

■BBBagnBBBMBnBgBnBHBaaaKi 

NOTIFICATION. — In  1962  thirteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis and  six  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

DEATH  RATE. — The  number  of  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  was  seven  compared  with  eight  in  1961.  There  were  no 
deaths  from  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  compared  with  two  for  the 
previous  year.  The  death  rate  for  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  was  0.067 
per  thousand  of  the  population.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
0.066. 

REPORT  OF  CHEST  PHYSICIAN.— Dr.  A.  M.  Forrest  has 
kindly  furnished  the  following  information  : — 

Although  the  number  of  notified  tuberculosis  cases  in  the  County 
has  not  changed  in  the  past  year,  the  morbidity  of  the  disease 
continues  to  lessen  and  almost  all  the  cases  on  the  register  are  capable 
of  normal  work. 

Only  16  cases  have  been  found  to  have  tubercle  bacilli  in  their 
sputa  during  the  year  and  of  19  new  notified  cases  only  6 have  been 
found  to  have  tubercle  bacilli  in  their  sputa,  compared  with  12  cases 
in  1961. 

These  figures  are  appreciably  below  the  national  average  and 
there  is  no  reason  to  suspect  further  improvements  will  not  take 
place  in  future  years.  The  deaths  from  tuberculosis  (6  in  1962)  are 
now  very  much  lower  than  those  from  bronchogenic  carcinoma. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1952. 
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The  following  table  shows  since  1952  the  new  cases  or  tuberculosis  notified  each  year  in  the 
administrative  County  together  with  the  case-rate  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
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SECTION  28— HEALTH  EDUCATION 

With  the  appointment  of  the  Senior  Health  Visitor  for  Health 
Education  the  sphere  of  health  education  has  extended  considerably, 
covering  schools,  clinics  and  voluntary  organisations.  Films  and  talks 
on  Dental  Care,  Prevention  of  Colds,  Personal  Hygiene  for  Girls  have 
been  given  in  41  schools. 

In  Infant  Welfare  Centres  a special  theme  for  the  month  has  been 
arranged  by  posters,  leaflets,  talks  and  film  strips  on  the  specific  sub- 
ject in  hand  i.e.  " Dental  Care  for  the  Under  Fives  ”,  “ Safety  in 
the  Horne  at  Christmas  ”,  “ Food  Values  ”,  “ The  Prevention  of 
Infection — Protection  and  Storage  of  Food  ”,  ” The  Dangers  of 
Smoking  ”,  “ Summer  Hazards  (Water  Safety)  ” and  “ Holidays  at 
Home  and  Away  ”. 

Three  courses  of  lectures  on  Child  Care  have  been  given  to  volun- 
tary organisations  by  the  Health  Visiting  Staff  in  addition  to  single 
talks  on  a particular  theme. 

A Mothers’  Club  has  been  formed  in  Spalding,  is  run  by  a Com- 
mittee of  members  and  is  entirely  self-supporting.  Varied  programmes 
have  been  arranged  including  a Brains  Trust  on  “ Punishment  for 
Children  ” and  “ Make-up  for  Busy  Mothers  ”.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
similar  Mothers’  Club  will  be  started  in  Boston  in  the  very  near 
future. 

Regarding  Smoking  and  Health  crown  posters  and  graph  posters 
have  been  fully  distributed  and  displayed  by  District  Councils,  Hos- 
pitals, The  Holland  (Lines.)  Executive  Council,  Post  Offices,  Local 
Offices  of  the  Ministry  of  Labour  and  of  the  Ministry  of  Pensions  and 
National  Insurance,  Public  Libraries  and  all  of  the  County  Council 
Clinics.  Letters  to  parents  and  other  literature  is  available  at  clinics 
through  the  Health  Visiting  Staff.  The  Health  Visitor  for  Health 
Education  visited  eight  of  the  County  Council  Clinics  during  the 
month  of  April,  1963  and  spoke  to  groups  of  parents  and  to  the 
Townswomen’s  Guild  and  the  Methodist  Young  Wives’  Group  using 
a flannelgraph  and  posters  to  supplement  the  talk. 

The  Mobile  Unit  provided  by  the  Central  Council  for  Health 
Education  visited  the  County  for  one  week  during  April  1963.  The 
topic  was  “ Smoking  and  Health  ” and  earlier  experience  had  shown, 
that  it  was  more  sensible  to  approach  the  subject  through  normal 
classes.  A variety  of  teaching  aids  was  available  to  bring  out  ques- 
tions from  the  more  enquiring  minds  and  from  time  to  time,  en- 
deavours will  be  made  to  arrange  for  further  demonstrations.  During 
the  week  eight  schools  were  visited  giving  lectures  to  approximately 
1,500  schoolchildren  ; an  evening  meeting  was  held  with  the  members 
of  the  St.  Nicholas’  Youth  Club,  Boston  which  was  received  very 
enthusiastically.  Two  graduate  members  of  the  Mobile  Unit  met 
members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  at  Spalding  Clinic  to  give  a demonstra- 
tion of  method  and  teaching  to  voluntary  organisations  and  groups  of 
mothers. 
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CHIROPODY  SERVICE— SECTION  28 

The  Direct  County  Scheme  established  in  April  1960  has  con- 
tinued to  develop  and  fulfil  a great  need.  During  the  year,  one  oper- 
ator left  the  district  but  we  were  fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  a 
replacement  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  S chiropodists  were  again  mak- 
ing their  professional  services  available.  Treatments  continue  to  be 
undertaken  at  surgeries  and  clinics  in  Boston,  Spalding,  Donington, 
Holbeach  and  Sutton  Bridge. 

I am  indebted  to  Mr.  N.  H.  Hughes,  liaison  officer,  for  the  fol-

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The  chiropody  service  has  now  completed  a third  and  satisfac- 
tory year.  The  number  of  treatments  given  is  almost  the  same  as  the 
previous  full  year  but  with  a slight  variation  in  the  percentage  for  the 
place  of  treatment.  We  were  unfortunate  to  lose  the  services  of  Miss 
C.  D.  Bates,  M.Ch.S.,  due  to  her  marriage  and  the  national  shortage 
of  chiropodists  caused  a four  month  break  in  the  service  before  a re- 
placement could  be  found.  Little  hardship  was  caused  to  the  patients 
involved  due  to  a real  effort  in  selecting  the  most  needy  for  treatment 
first,  based  on  a medical  need.  The  present  shortage  is  most  likely 
to  continue  for  some  long  time  particularly  in  areas  that  have  no 
natural  attraction,  but  I am  happy  to  report  that  the  chiropody  schools 
are  full  and  that  intending  students  are  finding  difficulty  in  being 
accepted  for  next  year. 

The  long  talked  of  state  registration  of  the  anciliary  medical  ser- 
vices became  a reality  during  the  year.  Chiropodists  are  now  aware 
of  the  standard  for  qualification  to  the  register.  All  chiropodists  now 
employed  by  the  Holland  County  Council  will  be  accepted  for  the  first 
register  but  it  is  doubtful  if  this  will  be  published  until  early  1964. 
Any  thoughts  we  may  have  had  of  this  register  being  opened  to  admit 
persons  not  previously  recognised  by  the  1954  regulations  have  been 
dimmed.  The  standard  required  for  such  persons  will  be  six  years  in 
full  time  practice  with  the  prospect  of  a practical  and  oral  examination 
in  addition.  I would  think  that  few  can  show  proof  of  such  full  time 
practice. 

Transport.  The  provision  of  as  many  treatment  centres  as  pos- 
sible is  most  definitely  reducing  our  call  on  this  service  to  an  absolute 
minimum.  The  Sutton  Bridge  increase  is  due  to  the  ever  contracting 
rural  bus  service,  Tydd  St.  Mary  service  being  discontinued. 

Domiciliary  Treatments.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  number  of 
these  has  been  held  in  check  during  the  year,  but  only  by  asking  the 
Health  Visitors  to  look  into  certain  requests  prior  to  offering  treat- 
ments. The  average  age  of  over  81  years  shows  in  itself  what  care 
has  been  taken  in  this  respect. 

Holbeach.  During  December  steps  were  taken  to  increase  the 
treatments  by  25%  (five  sessions  per  month  instead  of  four).  This 
move  has  temporarily  removed  the  waiting  list  and  no  patient  in  this 
district  now  has  to  wait  longer  for  treatment  than  the  chiropodists' 
recommendation. 

Donington.  A skeleton  service  was  provided  between  August  and 
November  but  from  that  date  the  full  service  was  resumed  and  in  fact 
increased  during  the  month  of  December.  There  was  no  waiting  list 
at  the  year's  end. 

Sutton  Bridge.  This  centre  continues  smoothly  without  a wait- 
ing list. 

Boston.  As  full  a service  as  possible  is  being  provided  with  three 
surgeries  offering  treatment  and  two  chiropodists  working  clinic  ses- 
sions, but  even  so  a waiting  list  of  20  ended  the  year. 
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Spalding.  It  was  necessary  for  some  patients  to  discontinue  treat- 
ment for  a short  period  and  for  general  practitioners  to  cease  referring 
new  cases.  The  position  at  the  year’s  end  however  is  that  all  are 
receiving  treatment  and  that  the  waiting  list  is  nominal. 

The  future  as  far  as  1963  is  concerned  is  that  the  service  can  be 
maintained  at  the  present  level  with  little  difficulty.  The  chiropodists 
are  happy  offering  their  services  to  the  scheme  and  feel  that  every 
effort  has  been  made  to  reduce  clinical  time  lost  in  travel. 

Finally  once  again  I would  like  to  thank  the  clinic  nurses  and  or- 
ganiser for  their  work  in  making  the  clinic  sessions  run  smoothly  and 
efficiently. 

SECTION  29— HOME  HELPS. 


The  County  H orne  Help  Service  continued  to  meet  the  varied  and 
fluctuating  demands  made  upon  it  by  the  fairly  stable  establishment  of 
approximately  75  helpers.  Adjustment  in  staff  from  district  to  district 
is  always  necessary.  The  following  table  shows  the  staff  situation  at 
the  end  of  the  year.

The  full-time  helpers  continue  to  form  the  nucleus  of  the  service 
and  deal  mainly  with  maternity  cases  and  problem  families.  Regular 
part-time  workers  form  the  main  body  of  helpers  and  attend  the  bulk 
of  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  cases.  The  part-time  worker 
averages  between  30  and  40  hours  each  week,  and  may  attend  up  to 
eight  cases  each  week,  thus  being  of  the  greatest  value  in  the  main- 
tenance and  development  of  the  service.  The  casual  Home  Helps — 
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women  who  are  prepared  to  work  as  and  when  required — are  often 
specially  appointed  to  attend  cases  in  the  more  remote  rural  areas  and 
consequently  contribute  considerably  to  the  economy  of  the  service. 
During  the  year  County  transport  was  called  upon  to  render  assistance 
in  only  7 cases,  all  of  which  were  short  term  maternity  cases  in  iso- 
lated districts  and  transporting  an  existing  home  help  was  the  only 
practical  solution. 

The  hourly  wage  rate  of  Home  Helps  is  now  3/9§d.  per  hour  for 
Urban  district  cases  and  3/8fd.  for  Rural  district  cases.  This  satis- 
factory rate  of  pay  is  reflected  in  a very  small  turnover  of  staff  and 
leads  to  a more  efficient  service.  New  home  helps  are  only  enrolled 
after  careful  screening,  and  are  closely  supervised  during  their  first 
few  weeks  of  work.  Occasional  meetings  and  lectures  are  given  when 
helpers  have  the  opportunity  to  meet  each  other,  to  have  their  prob- 
lems discussed  and  their  grievances  aired. 

Home  Helps  attending  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases  and  certain 
other  infectious  diseases  do  so  voluntarily  and  receive  an  additional 
payment  of  2d.  per  hour.  Home  Helps  in  this  category  undergo  an 
X-ray  examination  of  the  chest  at  the  commencement  of  the  case  and 
are  re-examined  at  periods  if  attending  a long  term  case. 

ASSESSMENT  SCALE. — The  maximum  charge  is  4/-  per  hour 
and  the  minimum  1/-  per  hour.  Applicants  may  opt  to  complete  a 
statement  of  income  when  the  contribution  is  assessed  in  accordance 
with  the  Council's  scale  of  charges.  Occasional  applications  involv- 
ing extenuating  circumstances  make  the  normal  scale  of  charges  im- 
practicable, when  the  County  Medical  Officer  exercises  his  authority 
to  determine  the  contribution  payable.  The  County  Medical  Officer 
may  also  use  his  discretionary  powers  to  reduce  a charge  of  4/-  per 
hour  to  2/6d.  per  hour  for  all  attendance  in  excess  of  30  hours  in  any 
one  week. 

CASES  DEALT  WITH. — 232  new  cases  were  dealt  with  during 
1962,  and  of  these  57,  or  25%  were  assessed  at  the  maximum  charge, 
a decrease  from  31%  in  1961.  The  bulk  of  these  cases  were  for  home 
confinement,  where  help  is  normally  provided  full  time  for  a period  of 
10  to  12  days.  The  greater  proportion  of  the  remainder  of  cases  are 
infirm  or  chronic  sick  pensioners  the  majority  of  whose  contribution 
is  1 / - per  hour. 

During  the  year  the  service  was  provided  free  of  charge  in  only 
7 cases,  most  of  which  were  severe  problem  families  where  help  was 
provided  in  an  emergency.  Four  of  these  cases  were  still  receiving 
limited  help  at  the  end  of  the  year.

The  Home  Help  Service  continues  to  play  an  integral  part  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  provides  relief  from  anxiety  for  many 
people  unable  to  care  for  themselves.  On  the  more  practical  side  there 
is  a not  inconsiderable  saving  of  beds  in  hospitals  and  old  people's 
homes.  The  provision  of  Home  Helps  is  often  the  result  of  close 
liaison  between  the  service  and  the  County  Nursing  Services,  whilst 
many  other  new  cases  are  brought  to  the  Department's  notice  by  medi- 
cal practitioners,  hospital  almoners,  the  National  Assistance  Board 
and  other  social  and  voluntary  organisations. 

From  1948  the  supervision  of  the  Home  Helps  and  the  assess- 
ments of  need  have  come  within  the  duties  of  the  Assistant  County 
Nursing  Superintendents,  giving  a close  working  arrangement  with  the 
duties  of  the  Public  Health  Nursing  Staff.  Consideration  will  need 
to  be  given  to  the  appointment  of  an  organiser,  mainly  because  the 
work  has  grown  and  future  demands  will  also  become  the  greater. 
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A very  live  partnership  has  been  established  between  the  Mental 
Health  Workers  and  the  staff  at  Rauceby  Hospital.  Much  helpful 
courtesy  is  shown  to  the  Mental  Health  Workers  by  the  nursing  staff 
at  the  time  of  visiting  patients.  Following  discharge  liaison  is  main- 
tained with  general  practitioners,  psychiatric  staff  and  if  necessary 
re-admission  arranged.  We  are  trying  a new  scheme  to  foster  after- 
care and  that  is  the  use  by  the  Mental  Health  Workers  of  visiting 
cards  passed  on  to  patient  or  relative,  to  help  the  smoothness  of  con- 
valescence should  any  anxiety  arise.  All  patients  are  visited  now 
after  returning  home  and  clearly  selective  visiting  is  undertaken 
from  the  passing  brief  visit  to  more  regular  visiting  when  circum- 
stances are  more  pressing. 

The  Medical  Superintendent  would  like  to  foster  psychiatric 
after-care  clinics  with  the  full  support  of  the  Health  Committee  but 
this  development  will  be  delayed  as  it  is  appreciated  that  psychiatric 
staff  are  not  available.  The  opening  of  the  Adolescent  Unit  at 
Rauceby  Hospital  is  a splendid  advance  for  all  of  the  county  of 
Lincolnshire  and  beyond.  The  care  of  old  people  who  are  mentally 
disordered  has  very  sympathetic  support  and  a site  for  this  psycho- 
geriatric  hostel  is  now  being  sought  in  Spalding.  The  Medical  Super- 
intendent has  asked  that  a proportion  of  nursing  staff  shall  be  trained 
in  mental  disorders  and  much  goodwill  will  need  to  be  shown  by 
the  County  Council  lest  it  be  thought  that  hospital  work  was  being 
undertaken.  It  is  the  intention  however  to  work  closely  with  the 
Medical  Superintendent  so  that  well  co-ordinated  arrangements  can 
be  made. 

I suspect  that  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  were  very 
disappointed  when  we  failed  to  purchase  an  admirable  house  with 
a delightful  garden  for  the  residential  care  of  mentally  sub-normal 
children.  This  was  indeed  a set-back  to  the  hopes  for  developing 
this  branch  of  community  care.  In  the  competitive  open  market  it 
was  found  that  we  could  not  go  beyond  the  financial  advice  of  the 
District  Valuer,  the  house  could  not  be  made  available  for  purchase 
and  development.  This  type  of  house  which  would  readily  have 
lent  itself  to  extensions  is  not  readily  found  within  the  County. 

Progress  made  in  the  temporary  workshop  for  adult  male  trainees 
at  the  Allan  House  Training  Centre  has  been  most  encouraging. 
Fifteen  trainees  attend  regularly  and  permission  has  been  given  by  the 
County  Council  to  appoint  a second  instructor  tradesman  to  increase 
the  variety  of  the  products.  The  bundles  of  firewood  was  a new 
venture  and  the  manufacture  of  seed  boxes  which  has  followed 
the  installation  of  a well  guarded  electric  saw  are  clearly  industrial 
developments.  It  is  vital  to  seek  out  and  develop  individual  skills 
and  even  if  there  is  only  one  skill  the  emphasis  is  to  see  what  can 
usefully  be  done  by  personal  attention.  I think  there  must  always 
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be  a place  for  the  normal  range  of  handicraft  goods  which  are  useful 
for  everyday  use  in  the  home.  A chain-link  fencing  machine  is  now 
on  order  which  will  be  a further  venture  into  the  requirements  of  the 
outside  world.  Sales  of  articles  produced  after  twelve  months' 
working  amounted  to  £94. 

In  the  early  part  of  1963  a system  of  incentive  payments  was 
introduced  with  wage  envelopes  to  encourage  social  training  and 
workmanship.  Experience  was  needed  in  the  administration  of  this 
kind  of  scheme.  The  wage  packets  are  made  up  in  the  Health 
Department  and  a member  of  the  staff  attends  the  Training  Centre 
each  week,  each  trainee  making  due  acknowledgment  of  the  receipt. 
As  the  centre  is  small  it  seemed  wiser  for  this  system  of  payment  to 
be  quite  independent  of  money  received  from  the  sale  of  goods. 

I am  indebted  to  a local  restaurant  who  provide  meals  during 
the  school  vacations  and  to  the  Organiser  of  School  Meals  who*  was 
able  to-  loan  equipment  during  these  periods.  Much  has  been  achieved 
in  the  last  ten  years  or  so  with  the  training  of  the  mentally  sub- 
normal and  while  the  buildings  in  Boston  and  Spalding  will  be 
replaced  in  due  course,  they  are  serving  a most  useful  purpose  and 
much  experience  has  been  gained  in  transport  arrangements,  which 
are  intricate,  with  escorts  and  with  the  staff.  The  parents  are  most 
appreciative  of  what  we  try  to  do,  and  rally  round  at  Open-days, 

An  additional  nursery  assistant  has  been  appointed  at  Allan 
House  so  that  more  time  can  be  given  to  the  severely  handicapped 
child  who  may  well  have  other  disabilities.  The  conveyance  of  these 
children  is  a matter  of  some  difficulty  and  an  additional  escort  has 
been  authorized.  Domestic  science  equipment  now  installed  in 
Spalding  forms  a most  useful  part  in  the  training  curriculum  and  at 
both  centres  visiting  shops  is  encouraged.  Comparable  equipment 
will  soon  be  installed  on  the  first  floor  at  Allan  House,  making  a 
complete  break  away  frorq  the  original  kitchen. 

The  planning  of  a new  residential  hostel  for  the  mentally  sub- 
normal above  the  age  of  16  years,  with  associated  day  training  centre, 
has  now  reached  the  stage  of  tender. 

During  the  year  eight  severely  sub-normal  patients  were  admitted 
to  the  Harmston  Hall  group  of  hospitals,  and  the  system  of  short 
term  care  is  invaluable.  The  waiting  list  for  admission  tends  to  be  a 
little  on  the  high  side,  partly  due  to  the  fact  of  the  earlier  reporting 
of  possible  need  to  the  Medical  Superintendent.  Home  circum- 
stances can  alter  so  quickly  and  dramatically  and  it  is  surprising  how 
some  parents  can  manage  with  the  full  support  of  the  community 
services. 

The  Mental  Health  Workers  have  very  much  in  mind  the  place 
of  social  clubs.  These  matters  will  be  quite  new  in  respect  of  the 
county  community  services  and  in  their  daily  rounds  they  try  to 
assess  the  patients  who  would  benefit. 

The  following  tables  give  the  statistical  data  at  31st  December  : — 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955. — Mr.  R.  Fidling,  the  County 
Health  Inspector,  is  alsoi  the  Food  and  Drugs  Sampling  Officer. 

During  the  year  304  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public 
Analyst  for  examination,  and  in  addition  123  samples  of  milk  were 
examined  by  means  of  our  own  equipment. 

The  number  of  unsatisfactory  samples  reported  by  the  Analyst 
continues  to  decline,  i.e.  of  all  samples  submitted  1.3%  showed  some 
irregularity  compared  with  2%  last  year  and  5.8%  in  the  previous 
year.

The  above  milk  sold  under  the  description  of  Channel  Island, 
Jersey,  Guernsey  or  South  Devon  Milk  commands  a higher  price 
when  retailed.  This  milk  is  required  to  contain  a minimum  of  4% 
Milk  Fat  and  8.5%  Solids  not  Fat. 

The  general  standard  of  compositional  quality  of  milk  retailed 
in  this  area  remains  good.  In  the  country  as  a whole  there  has  been 
much  less  deliberate  adulteration  of  milk  supplies  during  the  last 
few  years.  The  chief  factors  which  have  contributed  to  this  change 
are  : — 

Retailers. — Since  the  retailer  is  not  now  permitted  to  sell  milk 
loose  from  the  hand  can,  he  is  compelled  in  many  cases  to  obtain  his 
supplies  for  retail  in  a pre-bottled  form  from  some  central  Milk  Depot 
source,  where  there  is  a more  efficient  watch  kept  on  the  quality 
of  the  milk  that  eventually  reaches  the  customer. 
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Farm  Supplies. — The  present  system  of  payments  on  the  basis 
of  Milk  Fat  content  of  the  milk,  made  by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board 
to  producers  sending  their  milk  to  Milk  Depots,  has  had  a marked 
effect  on  the  compositional  quality  of  the  milk  now  sent  into  Milk 
Depots. 

UNSATISFACTORY  MILK  SAMPLES. 

Only  one  milk  sample  was  reported  by  the  Analyst  as  being 
considered  to  be  adulterated.  This  was  an  informal  ex-farm  sample 
and  showed  2%  Milk  Fat  deficiency  and  2J%  extraneous  water. 
Unfortunately  the  milk  was  sour  on  arrival  and  the  Analyst  was 
therefore  unable  to  prove  conclusively  that  water  had  been  added. 
The  milk  was  re-sampled  and  found  fo  be  of  a satisfactory  standard. 
Two  other  milk  samples  which  had  a satisfactory  milk  fat  content 
but  showed  a low  Solids  not  Fat  content  were  found  to  be  genuine 
milks  as  given  by  the  cows  although  of  low  quality.  Appeal  to  the 
Cow  samples  were  obtained  and  checked  and  these  confirmed  that 
the  cows  were  giving  low  quality  milk.  As  the  producer  was  leaving 
the  district  the  herd  was  sold  soon  afterwards. 

OTHER  FOOD  SAMPLES  (COMPLAINTS). 

Mincemeat. — A customer  found  what  appeared  to  be  four  teeth 
from  a human  artificial  denture.  The  objects  had  a remarkable 
resemblance  to  teeth,  but  turned  out  to  be  fractured  portions  of 
stones  from  a small  variety  of  date  used  in  the  manufacture  of  the 
mincemeat.  At  that  time  other  complaints  arose  from  customers 
who  thought  they  had  found  teeth  in  their  mincemeat.  The  firm 
was  contacted  and  a representative  made  a visit  to  the  County  Health 
Inspector’s  Office  and  then  withdrew  the  stocks  of  this  commodity 
held  by  traders.  The  firm  investigated  their  processing  arrangements 
and  were  devising  a machine  to  exclude  any  further  fractured  date 
stones  getting  in  to  the  finished  article. 

Toffees. — Some  toffees  were  alleged  to  have  caused  sickness 
immediately  after  two  had  been  eaten.  The  Analyst  was  unable  to 
find  any  chemical  substance  present  capable  of  causing  sickness,  but 
was  of  the  opinion  the  particularly  strong  flavour  present  could  have 
had  an  adverse  psychological  effect  Qn  a sensitive  palate. 

Tinned  Salmon. — A customer  found  what  appeared  to  be  glass 
particles  in  a can  of  salmon.  This  particular  type  of  complaint  crops 
up  at  rare  intervals.  By  means  of  a simple  chemical  test  carried  out 
in  the  office  it  was  possible  to  prove  the  particles  were  not  glass  as 
the  customer  thought,  but  were  crystals  of  ammonium  or  magnesium 
phosphate  which  sometimes  form  during  the  cooling  process  of  the 
canned  product.  The  crystals  are  completely  innocuous. 
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PROSECUTIONS  FOR  FOOD  AND  DRUG  OFFENCES. 

1.  — Cream  Sponge.  The  Analyst  reported  that  at  least  98%  of 
the  so  called  “ Cream  ” was  not  derived  from  milk.  Fined  £10 
with  total  costs  of  £9  11s.  Od.  The  defendant  company  endeavoured 
to  cross  summons  an  employee  as  being  responsible  for  the  offence, 
but  the  Court  rejected  this  action. 

2.  — Cream  Filling.  The  Analyst  reported  the  whole  of  this 
commodity  consisted  of  imitation  cream.  Fined  £5  with  costs  of 
£3  5s.  Od. 

THE  MILK  (SPECIAL  DESIGNATIONS)  REGULATIONS,  1960. 

Two  Milk  Pasteurising  premises  and  141  Milk  Dealers  are 
licenced  by  the  County  Council.  The  County  Health  Inspector  makes 
supervisory  visits  to  premises  and  also  submits  samples  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Lincoln  for  tests  to  be  carried  out  to  check  the 
adequacy  of  Heat  Treatment  and  Keeping  Quality  of  the  milk 
retailed.  The  following  samples  were  submitted  : —

Causes  of  failure  are  investigated  and  regular  visits  are  made  to 
the  Milk  Pasteurising  Depots  where  inspections  are  made  of  the 
processing  plants,  heat  recorders  and  thermometers.  Attention  is  also 
paid  to  the  efficiency  of  mechanical  washing  plants,  cleanliness  of 
bottles  and  churns. 

BIOLOGICAL  MILK  SAMPLING 

12  samples  of  raw  milk  being  retailed  were  submitted  for 
biological  testing,  all  were  negative  for  Tubercle  Bacilli  and  Brucella 
Abortus. 
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SCHOOLS 


Schools  and  School  Meals  premises  are  visited  by  the  County 
Health  Inspector.  Sanitary  conditions  and  complaints  arising  are 
investigated.  Rodent  or  insect  infestations  at  schools  and  school 
meals  premises  are  treated  and  similar  attention  is  given  to  other 
County  Council  premises. 

SWIMMING  POOLS 

The  County  Health  Inspector  visits  the  swimming  pools  used 
by  classes  of  school  pupils.  Estimation  of  the  chlorine  content  of  the 
water  is  made  on  the  spot  and  samples  of  the  pool  water  are  submitted 
for  bacteriological  tests  to  be  made.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  following  particulars  have  been  kindly  furnished  by  the 
Water  Engineers  of  the  Boston  Borough  Council  and  the  South 
Lincolnshire  Water  Board  : — : 

BOSTON  BOROUGH. 

(a)  Supply. 

An  adequate  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  area  of  supply,  but  the  declining  pressure  during  periods  of 
“ peak  demand  ” and  the  lack  of  adequate  resources  of  water  and 
storage  in  the  town  continues  to  cause  anxiety  for  the  future. 

601  million  gallons  were  supplied  of  which  441  million  gallons 
were  obtained  from  the  Corporation’s  own  sources  of  supply  at 
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Revesby  and  Fordington  and  160  million  gallons  in  bulk  from  the 
South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  (159)  and  Horncastle  Rural  District 
Council  (1). 

Domestic  and  trade  consumption  (including  waste)  over  the  area 
of  supply,  with  a water  population  of  30,000,  averaged  34.5  and  20.4 
gallons  per  person  each  day  respectively. 

(b)  Works. 

The  Corporation's  works  (including  pumping  and  treatment 
plant)  at  Revesby,  Fordington  and  Horncastle  Road  Water  Tower 
have  been  well  maintained  and  are  in  excellent  condition. 

(c)  Water  Sampling. 

Water  samples  from  the  sources  of  supply  have  been  taken  by 
the  water  Department  staff  at  monthly  intervals  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  analysis  by  a qualified  Analyst  and  111  samples  were 
also  taken  at  random  spots  from  the  main  supply  in  the  town  by  the 
Public  Health  Department. 

99  and  12  were  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis  respec- 
tively and  on  no  occasion  has  an  adverse  report  been  received. 

In  addition  the  Water  Engineer  takes  samples  for  bacteriological 
analysis  and  ensures  that  the  water  is  satisfactory,  prior  to  taking 
water  from  new  mains  laid  into  supply. 

Routine  flushing  of  mains,  particularly  at  “ dead  ends  ” is 
undertaken,  or  when  complaints  of  discoloration  are  received. 

(d)  Extensions  of  Mains. 

2in.,  3in.  and  4in.  have  been  undertaken  in  the  Borough  and 
Parish  of  Fishtoft  to  improve  the  distribution  of  water  and  afford 
supplies  for  new  housing  estates  (council  and  private),  the  total 
mileage  being  1.78.  In  addition,  approximately  -J-mile  of  old  and 
small  sized  mains  were  replaced  with  mains  of  larger  diameter. 

SOUTH  LINCOLNSHIRE  WATER  BOARD. 

Prior  to  the  1st  October,  1962  the  water  supply  for  the  Holland 
Division  of  the  County  of  Lincolnshire  was  under  the  control  of  the 
four  District  Councils  and1  from  that  date  these  undertakings  were 
transferred  to  the  South  Lincolnshire  Water  Board  ; in  addition  the 
Borough  of  Boston  had  their  own  undertaking. 

The  principal  sources  for  supplying  these  areas  were  the  artesian 
bores  at  (1)  Bourne,  (2)  West  Pinchbeck,  (3)  Deeping  St.  Nicholas 
and  the  total  quantity  provided  during  the  12  months  ended  31st 
December,  1962  was  1,344,081,000  gallons  being  made  up  as  follows  : 

From  Bourne  867,433,000  gallons. 

From  West  Pinchbeck  382,706,000  gallons. 

From  Deeping  St.  Nicholas  93,942,000  gallons. 
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In  addition  to  the  above  figures  a further  quantity  was  extracted 
from  the  Bourne  source  and  supplied  to  the  South  Kesteven  R.D.C. 
and  Bourne  U.D.C.  areas  and  this  amounted  to  168,566,000  gallons. 
This  gives  a total  extraction  from  the  Bourne  source  of  1,035,999,000 
gallons. 

The  quantity  of  water  supplied  in  detail  in  the  separate  areas 
during  the  year  was  as  follows  : —

Spalding  R.D.C 294,493,000  gallons. 

Boston  R.D.C 233,292,000  gallons. 

East  Elloe  R.D.C 288,784,000  gallons. 

Boston  Borough  via  Boston  R.D.C.  151,874,000  gallons. 

Regular  sampling  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  analyses  was 
carried  out  in  all  the  areas  both  prior  to  and  after  the  amalgamation 
of  the  undertakings  and  these  have  given  satisfactory  results.  By  the 
mixing  of  the  Bourne  and  Pinchbeck  waters  there  has  resulted  a 
supply  of  slightly  lower  hardness  value.  By  the  mixing  of  the  Deeping 
>St.  Nicholas  and  Pinchbeck  water  a supply  of  more  optimum 
fluorine  content  has  been  achieved. 

A number  of  main  extensions  were  carried  out  or  commenced 
by  the  separate  authorities  and  these  were  continued  or  completed 
by  the  Board. 

These  included  324  yards  of  3in.  dia.  and  178  yds.  of  4in.  dia. 
pipe  in  the  Spalding  U.D.C.  area,  also  317  yards  of  2in.  dia., 
252  yards  of  3in.  dia.,  and  1,400  yards  of  4in.  dia.  pipe  in  the 
Spalding  R.D.C.  area,  and  858  yards  of  3in.  and  2in.  dia.  pipe  in 
the  Boston  R.D.C.  area. 

In  the  area  of  the  East  Elloe  R.D.C.  a comprehensive  distribu- 
tion scheme  involving  approximately  34,775  yards  of  3in.  and  4in. 
dia.  pipe  in  various  parts  of  the  district  was  completed  in  May,  1962. 
A further  section  of  the  trunk  main  duplication  scheme  involving 
some  6,100  yards  of  lOin.  dia.  pipe  between  Gedney  and  Little 
Sutton  was  commenced  at  the  end  of  March,  1962  and  completedi 
during  the  year.  The  remaining  section  to  complete  the  trunk  main 
duplication  between  Holbeach  and  Gedney  was  prepared  and 
approved  by  the  Ministry  and  it  was  expected  to  complete  the  whole 
scheme  during  1963. 

Other  small  sections  of  3in.  dia.  mains  to  serve  Housing  sites  in 
Holbeach  and  Long  Sutton  were  laid  during  1962. 

On  the  amalgamation  of  the  undertakings,  the  object  of  the 
Board  was  to  co-ordinate  the  distribution  systems  of  the  various 
undertakings  and  a number  of  connecting  links  were  planned  towards' 
this  end.  Much  work  was  envisaged  to  enable  the  Board  to  meet 
the  continued  increasing  demands  for  water  throughout  the  whole 
of  its  statutory  limits  of  supply  and  in  its  attempts  also  to  meet  the 
request  for  increased  bulk  supplies  outside  the  Board's  area. 
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SEWERAGE — IMPROVEMENTS  IN  1962 

BOSTON  BOROUGH. 

The  resewerage  of  the  town  area  lying  between  the  River 
Witham,  the  Haven,  and  the  South  Forty  Foot  Drain  has  been 
completed. 

Further  extensions  of  sewers  for  housing  development  have  been 
made  on  the  Woad  Farm  Housing  Estate. 

Routine  maintenance  and  sewer  cleansing  have  been  carried  out. 
BOSTON  RURAL, 

Kirton  and  Frampton  Sewerage  Scheme. — This  scheme  is  now 
complete  and  in  operation. 

Leverton  Sewerage  Scheme. — The  main  sewers  have  been  com- 
pleted and  the  construction  of  the  two  pumping  stations  and  sewage 
disposal  works  is  well  advanced.  The  scheme  is  expected  to  be  in 
operation  this  summer. 

Freiston  and  Butterwick  and  Extensions  in  Fishtoft  and  Wyber- 
ton  Sewerage  Scheme. — After  one  year’s  construction  approximately 
40%  of  the  main  sewers  have  been  laid  as  follows  : — 

(a)  Fishtoft. — Pilleys  Lane,  Sibsey  Road,  Wainfleet  Road,  Toot 

Lane,  Rochford  Tower  Lane,  Woodthorpe  Av- 
enue and  part  of  Willoughby  Road. 

(b)  Freiston. — Church  Road,  Hilldyke  Road,  School  Lane  and 

Park  Road  Estate.  Estimated  date  for  completion 
October,  1965. 

(c)  Butterwick. — Part  of  School  Lane. 

(d)  Wyberton. — Ralphs  Lane  and  the  Causeway,  North  End. 

Also  4 pumping  stations  have  been  sunk  and  work  has  com- 
menced on  extending  the  Fishtoft  Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

Old  Leake  Sewerage  Scheme. — Tenders  were  received  in  March, 
1963,  for  this  scheme  and  are  now  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  for  approval.  Provided  approval  is  given  it  is 
expected  that  construction  will  commence  June /July  of  this  year 
and  that  the  duration  of  the  contract  would  be  about  15  months. 

Swineshead  Sewerage  Scheme. — An  enquiry  into  this  proposed 
scheme  was  held  by  an  Engineering  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  February  of  this  year  and  the 
Council  is  at  present  waiting  the  Ministry’s  report. 

SPALDING  URBAN. 

92  yards  lin.  of  6in.  Cast  Iron  Sewer  laid  at  Sherwood  Drive. 
302  yards  lin.  of  6in.  Cast  Iron  Sewer  laid  at  Private  Site  off  Halmer- 
gate  (Allison). 
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SPALDING  RURAL. 

There  have  been  no  major  sewerage  improvements  completed 
during  the  year.  Work  has  proceeded  on  the  main  Donington 
scheme  and  also  on  the  major  improvement  scheme  to  the  disposal 
works  at  Crowland. 

EAST  ELLOE  RURAL. 

There  have  been  no  sewerage  improvements  carried  out  during 
1962. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

The  County  Welfare  Officer  reports  as  follows  : — 

1. — WELFARE  OF  THE  DISABLED.  The  services  provided 
by  both  the  Voluntary  Association  and  the  County  Welfare  Com- 
mittee for  the  welfare  of  the  disabled  have  continued  to  expand.  The 
number  of  people  on  the  Disabled  Persons  Register  at  the  31st  March, 
1961  was  397,  but  by  the  31st  March,  1962  this  number  had  increased 
to  500.  Under  the  formula  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Research  Coun-

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During  the  year  the  Voluntary  Association  “ The  Holland  County 
Association  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Physically  Handicapped  ” changed 
its  name  to  the  much  less  cumbersome  title  of  “ The  Holland  Society 
for  the  Disabled  ”.  Through  its  local  committees  the  Society  has 
continued  its  numerous  social  services  for  the  disabled  including  club 
activities,  social  outings,  holidays,  etc.  The  wide  range  of  aids  which 
are  loaned  to  the  disabled  to  assist  them  in  living  so  far  as  it  is  pos- 
sible a normal  life  in  their  own  homes  has  been  still  further  enlarged. 
In  appropriate  cases  no  charge  is  made  for  the  loan  of  an  aid,  but 
in  others  a small  hire  fee  is  charged.  Many  people  have  purchased 
their  own  aids  through  the  Society.  Due  to  the  very  marked  increase 
in  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Society  which  could  no  longer  be 
covered  by  one  part  time  social  worker,  two  more  part  time  social 
workers  have  been  engaged.  The  domiciliary  service  provided  by  the 
three  craft  teachers  employed  by  the  County  Council  has  also  ex- 
panded with  very  beneficial  results  to  the  disabled  who  are  able  to 
avail  themselves  of  these  facilities.  The  craft  instruction  given  to  the 
residents  of  the  Cheshire  Foundation  Home  at  Fleet,  an  Old  People’s 
Home  and  a Hard  of  Hearing  Club  mentioned  in  the  report  last  year 
have  also  been  continued.  Various  donors  have  generously  provided 
stands  at  a number  of  Shows  and  Exhibitions  which  have  proved  most 
beneficial  for  the  sale  of  craft  work  and  the  exhibition  of  aids. 

2.— WELFARE  OF  THE  BLIND. 

(a)  Voluntary  Body.  The  Boston  and  Holland  Blind  Society 
have  continued  to  act  as  the  agent  of  the  County  Council  for  several 
aspects  of  Blind  Welfare  and  the  Secretary  has  maintained  a close 
liaison  with  the  two  Home  Teachers  for  the  Blind  who  are  on  the 
staff  of  the  Welfare  Department.  It  is  gratifying  to  record  that  the 
vacancy  for  a Home  Teacher  which  had  existed  for  many  months  was 
filled  during  August,  1962.  As  “ Preserve  Sight  prevent  Blindness  ” 
was  the  theme  of  World  Health  Year  the  Society  decided  to  draw 
attention  to  Blind  Welfare  by  combining  the  Annual  Meeting  with  a 
public  meeting  at  which  a film  on  Blindness  was  shown  and  the 
ophthalmologist  gave  a most  interesting  talk.  The  venture  was  most 
successful  and  will  be  repeated.  The  'Society  own  and  administer  a 
small  residential  home  for  16  blind  women  of  all  ages.  This  continues 
to  provide  facilities  which  are  greatly  appreciated.  The  weekly  class 
held  at  the  Home  is  very  popular  and  is  regarded  as  an  important 
social  occasion.  From  their  own  funds  the  Society  make  numerous 
grants  in  cash  and  kind  to  supplement  the  statutory  grants  payable  by 
the  Ministry  of  National  Insurance  and  the  National  Assistance  Board. 

(b)  Blind  Register.  The  number  on  the  Blind  Register  at  the 
31st  December,  1962,  was  175,  an  increase  of  5 compared  with  the 
previous  year.  25  new  cases  were  registered  of  whom  all  but  3 were 
over  70  years  of  age.  18  persons  on  the  Register  died  during  the 
year  all  of  whom  were  elderly. 
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(c)  Partially  Sighted  Register.  The  number  on  the  Partially 
Sighted  Register  on  the  31st  December,  1962,  was  51  an  increase  of  1 
on  the  previous  year. 

(d)  Children.  There  are  at  present  8 children  on  the  Blind 
Register,  only  1 new  case  has  been  registered  during  the  year  and  1 
child  has  died.  1 has  been  transferred  out  of  the  area.  3 children, 
2 girls  and  1 boy,  are  at  Schools  for  the  Blind,  1 boy  is  at  the  Sun- 
shine Home  at  East  Grinstead,  while  one  older  boy  is  now  at  Rowton 
Castle  which  is  the  Training  Centre  of  the  Royal  Normal  College  for 
the  Blind  in  Shropshire.  2 other  children  are  in  psychiatric  Hos- 
pitals. The  new  case  registered  during  the  year  is  under  two  years 
old. 

There  are  5 children  on  the  Partially  Sighted  Register,  4 of  whom 
are  attending  special  schools  for  the  partially  sighted  and  1 is  at  an 
ordinary  school. 

(e)  Homeworkers.  Apart  from  one  Homeworker  who  is  still 
recovering  from  his  illness,  the  remainder  have  been  fully  employed 
and  continue  to  find  fulfilment  by  being  active  and  useful  members 
of  the  community. 

3.— WELFARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY. 

(a)  Old  People’s  Homes.  Accommodation  for  the  elderly  is  now 
provided  by  the  Welfare  Committee  as  follows  : — 

Adapted  Properties 185 

Purpose  built  home 40 

Joint  User  Establishment 56 
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During  the  year  a start  was  made  on  a new  home  (to  be  called 
“ Halmer  Grange  ”)  to  be  erected  in  Spalding  and  it  is  hoped  that 
this  will  be  ready  for  occupation  during  the  early  Autumn  of  1963. 
During  the  early  part  of  1962  the  Minister  requested  Welfare  Authori- 
ties to  prepare  a ten-year  Plan  of  the  development  of  their  services 
and  in  preparing  this  Plan,  the  Welfare  Committee  have  made  pro- 
vision for  the  building  of  further  old  people’s  homes  to  increase  the 
accommodation  now  provided  and  also  to  leplace  the  beds  in  the  Joint 
User  Hospital. 

(b)  Grouped  Bungalow  Schemes.  No  new  schemes  of  grouped 
bungalows  specially  designed  for  the  elderly  were  built  during  the 
year  and  the  number  of  schemes  remain  as  in  the  previous  year  viz., 

Borough  of  Boston — comprehensive  scheme  20  bungalows 

East  Elloe  R.D.C. — comprehensive  scheme  18  bungalows 

Spalding  R.D.C. — modified  schemes  73  bungalows 

It  is  expected  that  at  least  two  more  schemes  will  be  developed 
in  the  near  future. 
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(c)  Meals  on  Wheels  Service.  This  service  has  been  operating 
in  Boston,  Spalding  and  Holbeach  for  some  time  and  towards  the 
end  of  the  year  was  extended  to  the  Crowland  and  Long  Sutton  areas. 
In  the  five  areas  covered  more  than  120  meals  (prepared  in  the  School 
Meals  Kitchens)  were  served  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  of  each 
week,  except  during  the  school  holidays.  The  schemes  are  adminis- 
tered on  behalf  of  the  Welfare  Committee,  by  the  W.V.S.  and  during 
the  Easter  Holiday  the  volunteers  responsible  for  the  scheme  in  the 
Boston  area  decided  to  prevent  the  break  in  the  service  caused  by  the 
closing  of  the  School  Meals  Kitchens  and  with  emergency  meals 
equipment  loaned  by  the  Civil  Defence  Corps  prepared  the  meals  in 
a local  Church  Hall.  During  the  year  a total  of  8,413  meals  were 
served  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  a number  of  elderly  people  received 
a properly  cooked  and  balanced  meal  which  would  not  otherwise  have 
been  available  to  them.  Provision  has  been  made  for  a considerable 
expansion  in  this  service  during  the  ensuing  twelve  months. 

4.— PROBLEM  AND  HOMELESS  FAMILIES.  During  the 
year  under  review  the  Health,  Children’s  and  Welfare  Departments 
have  worked  in  very  close  co-operation  with  the  Housing  Authorities 
in  dealing  with  a number  of  “ difficult  ” and  “ problem  ” families. 
In  many  cases,  a marked  degree  of  rehabilitation  has  been  achieved 
and  in  the  remainder  it  has  been  possible  to  effect  some  improvement. 
In  no  case  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  the  extreme  action  of  evic- 
tion.
